Yefterday morning Lieutenant Cooke alfo arrived at the 
Admiralty wich difpatches from Commodore Sir Richard Bick- 
erton, dated off Rio de Janeiro, the sth of May, which place 
he quisted at the fame time with the curter which brought off 
his difpatches, in order to proceed on his yoyage to Iudia. The 
Commodore informs the Board that he met with nothing parti- 
cular in the courfe of his paflage, but relates the following cir- 
eumftances ; —that he made the ifland of Madeira on the 7th 
of March, where he ftaid five days.

It is reported Lord Howe came with the Jamaica fleet to 
the ealtward. of Scilly,:and that the combined fleets have not 
beem feen by any of our cruizers for thefe ten days paft. It is 
thought his Lordhip will continue his cruife till the arrival of 
the Leeward-Ifland fleet, whieh was to fail the rgth of June 
from Antigua, under conyoy of the Robufte of 74 guns, and 
Janus of 44; after which he will return into port to water, 
when the fleet will be f réiftforced, ag to enable him to relieve 
Gibrakar, and face the whole ftrength that our confederate 
foes can bring againft bin.

Though the arrival of three thips of the line is a matter of 
moment, yetsit is the leaft of the benefits that will arife to this 
country from the fafety of this Jamaica fleet. There will be 4000 
experienced failors in the men of war and merchant fhips to 
man thofe veflels now fitting out, and, by mixing a proportion- 
able number of landmen amongft them, there will be nearly 
fufficient to equip ten fail of the tine. 

No more protections will be granted, till his Majefty’s thips 
now fitting out ase completely mauned. _ 

The Arabella Eaft-Indiaman, which was fuppofed to have 
been loft, or carried away by the crew, is found to be fafe at 
Rio de Janeiro the crew having taken the utmoft care poffible 
for the preferyation of the fhip. 

Yelterday mornirg difpatchcs werefrsceived from Madeira, 
which contain an account of feveral fhips being ,fafe arrived 
there from New York, and of feveral French prizes being fent 
in there by-his Majefty’s cruizers. 

The alarm confequent on the formidable. appearance of the 
combined fleet in the Channel, is now.ghanged into rejoicings. 
Their returning to port has given our trade an opportunity of 
getting fafely home, and left Lord Howe at liberty to afford 
effeétual relief to the garrifon of Gibraltar. We have reafon to 
own burfelves greatly obliged to Frange and Spain for doing us 
the honour of a mere ceremonial vifit in our feas ; fiace, but for 
this favour, it is probable that fuch ftrenuous exertions would 

-not have been made for reinforcing the fleet under Lord Howe, 
who is now in a fituation to bid defiance vo the utmolt force of 
any fingle enemy of Britain, 

, The. Jaft engagement between the French and Englith in the 
Eait Indies, affords an additional proof of the abfurdity of our 
practice of direéting the fire of all our guns againit the hulls of 
our enemies fhips: By this praéticey there is no doubt a greater 
chance of finking them ; but if they fhould not fink, this prac- 
tice never fails to give them a greater chance of efcaping, as it 
leaves their rigging untouched. ‘The firft engagement this war 
in the, Eaft Indies, in Auguft 1779, between Sir Edward 
Vernon and Monf. Tronjolly, was a remarkable inftance of the 
truth of this affertion : ‘The engagement took place off Madras 
Road, and lafted for fix hours, until the French, having got 
more than enough of it, ftood before the wind, and bore away ; 
they carried at the time almoft every inch of canvas and rope 
that they had broaght with them into aétion, while all the fails 
and running-tigging of Admiral Vernon’s fquadron were cut 
in fach a manner, that. he was not able to purfue a flying cne- 
my, whom, if he had overtaken, he mu({t have captured. 

The beginning of lait week, his Majefty and the Prince of 
Wales paid a morning vifit to Lord and Lady North, at Bu- 
fhy-Park.
